These are part of the archive of the City of Norwich in the custody of the Norfolk Record 
Office.

Going to the staithe of John Elliot, St Julian, she fell into the 
river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


Margaret Wilkinson, age 4 score [80], widow. NCR Case 6a/1/2 
16 March 1670, no parish given. 

Going into a boat in the river between the staithes of Mr Henry 
Pinkney and John Sabberton to rinse clothes, as she was 
putting off the said boat she fell into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Misfortune. 


Judith Finke, age 50, wife of Thomas Finke of St Mary. NCR Case 6a/1/3 
17 March 1670. 

Cut her throat in a chamber of her dwelling house. 
Verdict: Murdered herself. 


Jacob Viall, age 4. NCR Case 6a/1/4 
3 June 1671, no parish given. 

Going to the staithe of Mr Hugh Jaques, St Martin at Palace, he 
fell into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


John Write, age 5. NCR Case 6a/1/5 
18 May 1673, no parish given. 

While he was playing with a hoop in the yard of Thomas Write, 
his father, in St Martin at Oak, the hoop fell into the river and 
trying to get it, he over-reached himself and fell into the river 
and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


John Wharton, age 26. NCR Case 6a/1/6 
17 August 1673, no parish given. 

Being in a boat angling on the river near Whitlingham Staithe, 
he fell into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


Mary Kent, age 60, wife of Michael Kent. NCR Case 6a/1/7 
22 July 1677, no parish given.

She came to the Common Staithe at St George Colegate, threw 
herself into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Seduced by the devil. 


Charles Austin, age 3. 

2 August 1678, no parish given. 

He was playing on a plank laying at the staithe of Captain 
Lullman's, St Julian, when he fell into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/8 


Temperance Howse/House, age 40, singlewoman, servant to 
Mrs Alice Powell of Heigham. 

10 December 1685, Heigham. 

Being at the staithe of Mrs Alice Powell, washing dishcloths in 
the river against the blech [the Bleech] in Heigham, the bar of 
the staithe being insufficiently fixed, she fell into the river and 
drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/9 


Ellen Downinge [altered from Dewinge], age 28, singlewoman. 
28 July 1687, body in house of John Fuller, St George 
Tombland. 

Hanged herself in a garret of the house of John Fuller. 
Verdict: Felo de se. 


NCR Case 6a/1/10 


Benjamin Tompson, age 48, a prisoner for debt. 

13 September 1687, the Common Gaol. 

About seven days since he was visited with a distemper called 
smallpox. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/11 


Samuell Freeman, age 45, vintner, a prisoner for debt. 
5 December 1687, the Common Gaol. 

About six months since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/12 


Robert Dixon, age 53. 

23 March 1688, St Julian. 

Being very dark he improvidently mistook his way and went 
down to the staithe called Mr Briggs’ Staithe and fell from the 
key [quay] into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/13 


John Tayler, age 50, a prisoner for debt. 

23 April 1688, the Common Gaol. 

About three years since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/14 


Feirman Wissiter, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 


NCR Case 6a/1/15 
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9 May 1688, the Common Gaol. 
Suddenly visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


Samuell Dey, of St Peter Parmentergate, age 42,. 
28 May 1688, body in St Peter Parmentergate. 
Hanged himself in his room next the street. 
Verdict: Non compos mentis. 


NCR Case 6a/1/16 


William Harper, age 8, son of Edward Harper. 

13 July 1688, house of Edward Harper, St Julian. 

About three days since he was visited with a violent fever. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/17 


13 July 1688. 

Information of John Booth of Norwich, chyrurgeon, concerning 
death of William Harper of St Julian (as above), of a distemper 
which he supposed to be smallpox. 


NCR Case 6a/1/18/1 


7 August 1688. 
Information of John Dix concerning death of William Harper (as 
above) and bruising on the body. 


NCR Case 6a/1/18/2 


13 July 1688. 

Information of George Hill, age 14, son of George Hill of 
Norwich, worsted weaver, concerning game of salt eel which, 
he, William Harper (as above), Thomas 
Goldenknop/Goldinknop (son of Timothy Goldenknop of St 
Julian, mason) and several other boys were playing on 7 July 
1688, when Goldenknop struck Harper once on the shin with a 
rope. 

With evidence from Mr John Ladd, Mr William Grix and Mr 
William Kittleburgh and Mr Booth, chyrurgeons. 


NCR Case 6a/1/19 


James Wilkinson of St Michael Coslany, age 66. 

1 October 1688, body in St Michael Coslany. 

As he was going downstairs into a cellar belonging to the house 
of Henry Wood, gent., in the parish of St George Tombland, 
with a thicksell [a type of axe], he fell into the cellar onto the 
thicksell piercing his head. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/20 


William True, age 60, a prisoner for debt. 
8 October two months since he was visited with the dropsy. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/21 


Thomas/John Norfer/Norffor, age 40, servant to John Sabberton 
of Norwich, husbandman. 
27 October 1688, Hellesdon. 


NCR Case 6a/1/22 
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As he was driving a cart laden with turnips from the fields in 
Hellesdon and coming into the highway leading from Dratton 
[Drayton] to Norwich, one of the wheels bearing on a stulpe 
[post or tree stump] on a bank, the bank being too high the cart 
overturned and the turnips and cart fell on him. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


William Foster, age 50, a prisoner for debt by several accounts. 


5 November 1688. the Common Gaol. 
About fourteen days since he was visited with the dropsy. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/23 


William Witherlie/Witherley of Norwich, age 39, innholder, a 
prisoner for debt. 

5 January 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About three weeks since he was visited with a violent fever. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/24 


William Clarke, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 

30 January 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About thirty weeks since he was visited with the black jaundice, 
scurvy and dropsie. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/25 


Robert Betts, age 40, labourer. 

13 February 1689, Lakenham. 

While he was digging the ground of John Atkins of Norwich, 
carpenter, to finish a well, the ground caved and the mason's 
work which was done on the upper part of the well fell on him 
with the earth. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/26 


Mary Ransome, age 74, wife of Robert Ransome. 

21 February 1689, house of Robert Ransome, St John 
Sepulchre, labourer. 

Strangled herself from a bed post in a low room of her house. 
Verdict: Murdered herself. 


NCR Case 6a/1/27 


Richard Newman, age 41, a prisoner for debt. 

26 February 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About seven days since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/28 


Edward Dunch, age 9, son of Francis Dunch. 

29 April 1689, house of Francis Dunch, St Peter Mancroft. 
As he was playing with other children in the hay chamber of 
Thomas Wayman at The Red Lion, St Stephen, he fell into a 
manger underneath, which caused a great tumour under his 
right ear and under that a large fracture. 


NCR Case 6a/1/29 
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Verdict: Misfortune. 


Francis Pullyn, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 

30 April 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About a month since he was visited with a consumption and 
hectic fever. 

Verdict: Hand of God.

Undated [30 April 1689]. 
List of jurors [ames match list on above inquest]. 


NCR Case 6a/1/30/2 


Eli Ellett/Elliot, age 14, daughter of James Ellett of St Peter 
Mancrotft. 

17 May 1689, body at that part of the New Mills lying in St Mary. 
On the 12 May as she was playing on the bank by the New Mills 
near the pool in St Mary's, she fell into the pool and drowned. 
Verdict: Accident.

William Oliver, age 50, a prisoner for debt. 
1 June 1689, the Common Gaol. 

Visited with sickness. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/32 


Bridget/Bridgett Fleaman/Fleman, age between 4 and 5, 
daughter of Thomas Fleman of Great Yarmouth, waterman. 

4 June 1689, St Simon and Jude. 

As she was playing upon the key next the river she fell from the 
staithe into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune.

John Goldey, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 

11 June 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About seven days since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/34 


Carolina Body/Bodie, age between 2 and 3. 

6 July 1689, house of Bozoun/Bozam Body, St Andrew. 

Being set on a seat in a house of office belonging to the house 
of the said Bozoun Body, next over the river there, she fell into 
the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/35 


Thomas Ridland, age 50, a prisoner for debt. 

20 July 1689, the Common Gaol. 

Had languished about the space of two months under a 
distemper called the dropsy. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/36 
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Joseph Tennison, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 
23 July 1689, the Common Gaol. 

Visited with sickness and died same day. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/37 


Emm Cobb [Sherwyn crossed out], no age given, widow. 

6 August 1689, house of John Gunton, St Peter Southgate. 
While going up into her chamber where she lodged, she slipped 
and fell downstairs. Found dead. 

Verdict: Killed by the aforesaid fall.

Edmond Damme, age 65, a prisoner for debt. 

26 August 1689, the Common Gaol. 

About a month since he was visited with a violent fever. 
Verdict: Hand of God.

Edmond Sherwood, age 48, a prisoner in the Common Gaol for 
debt. 

23 October 1689. 

Visited with sickness a few days previous. 

Verdict: Hand of God.

Thomas Woodcocke, age 55, a prisoner in the Common Gaol. 
25 October 1689. 

Visited with sickness a few days previous. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 

[Dirty and incomplete]. 


NCR Case 6a/1/41 


Daniell Garrod/Garrold, age 24, a prisoner in the Common 
Gaol. 

12 December 1689. 

Visited with sickness a few days previous. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/42 


John Kempe, age 18, servant to Francis Gallant of Easton, 
gent. 

21 December 1689, house of Elizabeth Wrongry/Wrongrey, 
widow, St Peter Parmentergate. 

As he was driving the cart of Francis Gallant into the yard of 
Elizabeth Wrongrey the string of the cart struck him on the right 
ear and bore him against the gate posts and he immediately 
died. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/43 


John Camble, age 50, a prisoner in the Common Gaol for debt. 
28 December 1689. 

About three weeks since he was visited with sickness. 

Verdict: Hand of God 


NCR Case 6a/1/44 
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Daniell Tuck, age 40, a prisoner for debt. 

3 February 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About Christmas last he was visited with a dropsy and 
consumption. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/45 


John Pleasants of Norwich, age 44, sadler, a prisoner for debt. 
7 February 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About four years since he was seized with a paralytic 
distemper. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/46 


John Patterson of Norwich, age 57, tanner, a prisoner for debt. 
11 February 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About five weeks since he was visited with sickness. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/47 


John Budwell, age 50, a prisoner for debt. 

25 February 1690, the Common Gaol. 

For the space of three months last past he languished under a 
dropsical distemper. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 

[Dirty and torn]. 


NCR Case 6a/1/48 


Male infant, born of Elizabeth Balleans/Balleance of St Peter 
Mancroft, singlewoman. 

14 March 1690, St John Maddermarket. 

On 21 January last, Elizabeth was delivered of the said male 
infant, born dead, and she had not gone her full time. She did 
desire the help of a midwife before her delivery and was 
delivered in the presence of her mother [Mary Balleans] and 
sister, Frances Balleans, and no violence or other means was 
used by Elizabeth or any other person. 

Verdict: Born dead.

14 March 1690. 

Examination of Elizabeth Balleans of St Peter Mancroft, 
singlewoman, stating that father of deceased child was Samuel 
Sandlin of St Michael at Plea, worsted weaver (with whom she 
had dwelt as a hired servant) and referring to Mrs Riches, 
midwife, Mrs Atkins, midwife (as below) and [Margaret] wife of 
John Kinge (as below).

Information of Margaret, wife of John Kinge, clerk of St John 
Maddermarket, concerning request by Elizabeth Balleans for 
burial of said child.

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14 March 1690. 
Information of Martha, wife of Peter Barloe sometimes called 
Atkins, a sworn midwife.

Thomas Seeley/Seely, age 47, a prisoner for debt. 

25 March 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About two months since he was visited with the jaundice and 
dropsy. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/50 


John Simons/Symons, age 30, worsted weaver, a prisoner for 
debt. 

3 May 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About a month since he was visited with sickness. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/51 


Robert Collinges/Collings, age 34, glazier, a prisoner. 

19 May 1690, the Common Gaol. 

As he was walking in company with John Coulsell of Norwich, 
carpenter, he was suddenly taken with a fit. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/52 


John Inman, junior, age 22. 

31 May 1690, house of John Inman, senior, worsted weaver, St 
Saviour. 

Hanged himself in the weaving chamber of the house of Inman 
the elder. 

Verdict: Felo de se. 


NCR Case 6a/1/53 


Giles Gimingham/Gimincgham, age 15, apprentice to Thomas 
Mott of St Simon and Jude, worsted weaver. 

18 June 1690, house of James Wigget, St Simon and Jude. 
Going into the river at the Old Common Staithe, near Fye 
Bridge to wash himself, he went beyond his depth and 
drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/1/54 


Sarah/Sara Hall, age 15. 

A July 1690, house of Elizabeth White, St Peter Parmentergate. 
Poisoned herself with 'ratinbane’ [ratsbane] or 'astnicke' 
[arsenic]. 

Verdict: Felo de se. 


NCR Case 6a/1/55 


Robert Weston, age 44, a prisoner for debt. 

18 July 1690, the Common Gaol. 

Bruised his right leg by a 'colrake’. Died by a gangrene 
occasioned by the said blow. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/56 
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Richard Markes, age 32, labourer, a prisoner for debt. 
20 July 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About nine days since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/57 


Richard/Charles Catlin/Catlinge, of Norwich, age 35, worsted 
weaver, a prisoner in the Gaol for debt. 

4 August 1690. 

About three weeks since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God 


NCR Case 6a/1/58 


Richard Tayler, age 38, a prisoner for debt. 

12 November 1690 (18 November 1690 on dorse), the 
Common Gaol. 

About three months since he was visited with the dropsy. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/59 


Francis Mapes, age 50, a prisoner for debt. 

18 December 1690, the Common Gaol. 

Afflicted with a swollen throat and dropsie for the space of a 
year past. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/60 


John Springall, age 36, tiler, a prisoner for debt. 

31 December 1690, the Common Gaol. 

About a quarter of a year since he was visited with a violent 
pain in his stomach. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/1/61 


Henry Rix, of Norwich, age 50, woolcomber, a prisoner for debt. 


6 June 1691, the Common Gaol. 
About fourteen days since he was visited with smallpox. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/1 


Wrapper endorsed 'Mr Cooper's receipt for an inquisition 
William Tillyard 1691’. 


NCR Case 6a/2/2/1 


27 June 1794. 
Receipt from Charles Cooper for inquisition of William Tilyard 
dated 14 July 1691, borrowed from the Town Clerk's office for 


the Under Chamberlain and to be returned within three months. 


[Inquisition missing]. 


NCR Case 6a/2/2/2 


Thomas Golden, of Norwich, age 26, worsted weaver, a 
prisoner in the Common Gaol for debt. 

6 December 1691. 

About six months since he was visited with sickness. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/3 
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Henry Phillips, age 51, a prisoner by warrant for 
misdemeanoutrs. 

9 April 1692, the Common Gaol. 

About seven weeks since he was much stopped in his stomach 
and about three days since was visited with a violent fever. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/4 


Anthony Waynfleet, of Norwich, age 60, land waiter. 

29 April 1692, house of Mrs Elizabeth Aylsworth, St Stephen. 
Whilst he was at Yarmouth about ten days since, and being a 
tender and infirm man, he was visited with sickness. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/5 


John Fletcher, age 14, apprentice to Benjamin Pleasance. 

4 May 1692, house of Benjamin Pleasance, worsted weaver, St 
Saviour. 

Hanged himself from two looms in the weaving shop of 
Benjamin Pleasance. 

Verdict: Felo de se. 


NCR Case 6a/2/6 


James Quailes, age 46, woolcomber. 

16 June 1692, The Pest House, St Clement. 

Hanged himself in a chamber, part of his dwelling house, and 
parcel of the said Pest Houses. 

Verdict: Felo de se. 


NCR Case 6a/2/7 


Thomas Stutte/Stutt, age 63, a prisoner for debt. 

13 August 1692, the Common Gaol. 

About fourteen days since he was visited by a violent fever and 
ague. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/8 


Martha Tillet, no age given, singlewoman. 

21 August 1692, St Martin at Oak. 

Coming to drink in the river near the watering place out at St 
Martin at Oak Gates, she fell into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/9 


John Wilkinson, of Norwich, age 40, worsted weaver. 

25 August 1692, house of Thomas Chapman, St Swithin. 
Whilst at the New Mills he fell into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/10 


William Dey, age 25, pewterer, a prisoner for debt. 

22 September 1692, the Common Gaol. 

For some time visited with a dropsy and stoppage in his 
stomach from which he languished for one week. 
Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/11 
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Charles Mitchel/Mitchell, of Uffculme, Devon, age 33. 

January 1693, Pockthorpe. 

On 31 December he went out of the house of Thomas B-----t, 
alehousekeeper, St Simon and Jude and fell into the river at the 
key by Fye Bridge and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 

Fragile. Dirty and incomplete. 


NCR Case 6a/2/12 


Robert Hunt, age 35, carpenter, a prisoner for debt. 
6 April 1693, the Common Gaol. 

Visited with an apoplectic distemper. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/13 


Jonathan Perry/Perrie, age 37, labourer, prisoner for debt. 
8 April 1693, the Common Gaol. 

On the 11 March he was visited with a scorbuticke [Scurvy] 
distemper. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/14 


John Lambe, age 3°/2, son of John Lambe of Norwich, cooper. 
6 May 1693, body in the washing meadow, Thorpe Hamlet. 

As he was playing at the staithe near Fye Bridge, St Simon and 
Jude, he fell into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/15 


Richard Evans, of St John Timberhill, age 70, tallow chandler. 
7 July 1693, St John Timberhill. 

As he was going from his house to his chandle house in the 
same yard and passing a well belonging to the houses of the 
wife of Thomas Rand, and being very infirm and troubled with a 
swimming in the head he fell into the well and died from hitting 
his head and the force of the water. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/16 


Anne Morris, age 53. 

11 January 1694, house of Anne Morris, St Simon and Jude. 
Hanged herself upon a yarn pole in her dwelling house. 
Verdict: Not being of sound mind. 


NCR Case 6a/2/17 


16 Jan 1694. 

Information of George Baker/Beaker of Caister, blacksmith 
concerning death of John Wilkinson found dead in Lakenham 
(as below). Mentions Charles Rushmer of Caster [Caister] and 
Mr William Coane, overseer of Lakenham. 


NCR Case 6a/2/18/1 


John Wilkinson of Trowse cum Newton, age 50, worsted 
weaver. 

15 January 1694, Guildhall (body at house of John Clapboard, 
Lakenham). 


NCR Case 6a/2/18/2 
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On 10 Jan as he was walking from Eaton to Trowse cum 
Newton, he mistook his way and went into Hall Marsh, in the 
use of Thomas Ward of Lakenham, gent. It being very dark, the 
wind blowing very high and it freezing sharply he died by the 
severity of the weather. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


Elizabeth Smith, age 9, daughter of Richard Smith. 

19 June 1694, house of Richard Smith, St Clement. 

Being in a boat fixed to the wall next to the staithe belonging to 
the house of Robert Freeman, esq., she fell into the river and 
drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/19 


Mary White (Whitehead on dorse), age 69 , widow, prisoner for 
debt. 

8 July 1694, the Common Gaol. 

Visited with a fever about three weeks since. 

Verdict: Hand of God. 


NCR Case 6a/2/20 


Richard Russell, age 6, son of Nathaniell Russell of St 
Benedict, labourer. 

22 August 1694, Heigham. 

He was playing in the bleech of William Culyer in Heigham at 
one of the staithes belonging to the said bleech, and being 
missed, he was found in the mill dam from where the river next 
the said staithe runs. Fell into the river and drowned. 

Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/21 


Walter Reyner/Rayner, of Norwich, age 38, grocer. 

2 October 1694, The White Horse, St Martin at Palace (body at 
house of said Walter Reyner, St George Tombland). 

Stabbed himself in the heart. 

Verdict: Non compos mentis. 


NCR Case 6a/2/22 


William Everard, age 44, labourer. 

20 November 1694, house of Edward Alden, St Michael at 
Thorn. 

At the brewing office of Richard Grix, St Lawrence, he fell into 
the under beck belonging to the said office, in which there was 
about a barrel and a half of scalding wort, and was scalded. 
Died at the house of Nicholas Everard, St Michael at Thorn. 
Verdict: Misfortune. 


NCR Case 6a/2/23

Accidentally walked into the river as he returned, much 
intoxicated, to his home in Malthouse Yard from The Black 
Jack, situated near Bishop Bridge.

Hanged himself in the privy of the house of Aesop Hill 
commonly known as The White Lion.

As he was walking past the house of Zachariah Buck, 
commonly known as The Horse and Groom, situated at the 
Back of the Inns, and near the banking shop of Sir Roger 
Kerrison and son, he fell down and died.

Robert Martin, age 8. 

6 June 1803, Bradeston. 

Knocked overboard by the tiller from a wherry known as The

drowned. A sudden change of wind had caused a wherry 
known as The Liberty (John Green of Yarmouth owner) to strike 
The Little Robert.

Hanged herself from a curtain rod belonging to a bed in a garret 
room of the house belonging to John Gurney esq. [Earlham 
Hall]. 

Verdict: Not being of sound mind ... did kill herself.

James Curll, age 8. 

16 June 1803, St Paul. 

He was driving a mare in a mill wheel (used for the purpose of 
turning an engine to card wool), property of Thomas Pooley, 
when he climbed on to the wheel and was drawn against a 
timber brace to which the wheel was fastened receiving a blow 
to the head. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/14/42 


Elizabeth Woodcock, age 50, wife of - Woodcock of Great 
Melton, gardener. 

17 June 1803, the Bethel Hospital, St Peter Mancroft. 

Hanged herself in her lodging room (part of the Women's Upper

For some time past afflicted with fits, and being alone in her 
house was seized with a violent fit. 

Verdict: Visitation of God. 


NCR Case 6a/19/5 


Male infant, still born. 

21 April 1812, The Waterman, St Simon and Jude. 

Found in the river near Fye Bridge by Thomas Steevens. 
Mother unknown. 

Evidence given by Thomas Steevens. Also by Samuel Deacon, 
surgeon, stating that the infant was premature and not born 
alive. 

Verdict: Found in the river.

When wandering unawares near World's End Staithe, St Martin 
at Palace, he accidentally fell in and drowned.

30 May 1812, The Tiger, St Edmund. 

Whilst angling at St Edmund's Watering, he fell off the edge of a 
cockey or drain, into the river and drowned.

4 June 1812, house of Mr Daniel Ebbets, Hellesdon.

Hannah Paraman, age 45. 

13 June 1812, The Cock, Lakenham. 

Threw herself in the river near the Mill at Lakenham and 
drowned. 

Verdict: Non compos mentis.

William Goat, age 6. 
22 June 1812, The Duke of York, Hamlet of Pockthorpe. 
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through Pockthorpe he fell in the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Accidental death. 


John Brown/Browne, age 70. 

14 August 1812, The Recruiting Serjeant, St Mary Coslany. 
Being long afflicted with fits he was seized with a violent fit at 
his lodging. 

Verdict: Visitation of God. 


NCR Case 6a/19/13 


Edward Woodrow, age 66. 

31 August 1812, The Ship, St Peter Parmentergate. 

Whilst gathering mushrooms he mistakenly gathered and ate a 
‘deleterious fungus' commonly called 'toadskips’. 

Verdict: Died from eating a quantity of poisonous fungus.

Rachel Woodrow, age 66. 

31 August 1812, The Ship, St Peter Parmentergate. 

Whilst gathering mushrooms she mistakenly gathered and ate a 
‘deleterious fungus' commonly called 'toadskips’. 

Verdict: Died from eating a quantity of poisonous fungus.

Joseph Armitage, age 70.

Fell downstairs in the dark. 

Verdict: Accidental death.

Threw herself in the river near Sandling's Ferry and drowned. 
Verdict: Non compos mentis. 


NCR Case 6a/19/24 


Philip Smythy, age 60. 

6 February 1813, The Dove, St George Colegate. 

Afflicted with fits for a long time, he was attacked by a fit whilst 
in the privy of the warehouse of his master. 

Verdict: Visitation of God. 


NCR Case 6a/19/25 


Susan Copland, age 84. 

17 April 1812, The Unicorn, St Mary Coslany. 

Afflicted with stoppages in the lungs for a long time. Found 
dead in her bed by Diana Briggs. 

Evidence given by Diana Briggs. 

Verdict: Visitation of God.

Sarah Ebden, age 40. 

5 May 1813, The Coachmakers' Arms, St Peter Mancroft. 
Hanged herself in her apartment in the Bethel Hospital. 
Verdict: Non compos mentis.

8 May 1813, the Great Hospital, St Helen. 
Hanged himself. 

Verdict: Non compos mentis.

Thomas Gibbs, age 26.

Whilst she was playing with another child in a sand pit near The 
Ferry House, and much rain having lately fallen, a considerable 
quantity of sand fell on her, smothering her.

27 November 1813, The Prince of Wales, St Peter 
Parmentergate. 

Strangled herself from her bed. 

Verdict: Non compos mentis.

12 December 1813, The Prince of Wales, St Lawrence. 
Strangled himself from a beam in the workshop of his house. 
Verdict: Non compos mentis. 


NCR Case 6a/19/39 


John Riches, age 60. 

18 December 1813, The Buck, St Martin at Palace. 
Strangled himself from a beam in his bedroom. 
Verdict: Not being of sound mind. 


NCR Case 6a/19/40 


James Nudds, age 13.

Whilst he was sliding on the ice with many others in a reservoir, 
the ice gave way and he fell into the water and drowned.

He hanged himself in his lodging room or apartment. 
Verdict: Lunacy. 
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William Grint, age 16. 

16 June 1815, workrooms of William Higgins, Heigham. 

He entered the river between Helsden [Hellesdon] and new 
mills in order to bath himself and was drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death.

Elizabeth Varley, age 50. 

20 July 1815, The Three Tuns, St Peter Parmentergate. 

She was found dead in her lodging room having for some time 
been ailing and infirm. There were no marks of violence on the 
body.

20 October 1815, The Dove, St Lawrence. 

He hanged himself in his lodging room. 

Verdict: Not being of sound mind... did kill himself.

He threw himself into the river and drowned. 
Verdict: Non compos mentis. 


NCR Case 6a/21/18 


Thomas Bush, age 50.

He was repairing the roof of a house in Magdalen Street when 
he slipped, due to a loose plank, receiving a blow to the head. 
Verdict: Accidental death.

Edward Woolsey, age not given. 

4 December 1815, The Goat, St Gregory. 

He was suddenly seized with a fit and died instantly having 
been grievously afflicted with fits for a long time. 

Verdict: Visitation of God.

5 December 1815, The Red Lion, St Helen. 

Whilst returning from a neighbour's house to her own she was 
seized with an apoplectic fit and died instantly.

Whilst in the company of several other children he was run over 
by an empty gig cart (without a driver) after the horse took fright 
and bolted.

16 December 1815, The Crown and Anchor, St Augustine. 
Whilst playing with two other children by the fireside in his 
father's dwelling house his clothes caught fire.

She went down to the staithe a the side of the river running past 
her dwelling house to fetch a pail of water but she over reached 
and slipped in to the river where she drowned.

5 January 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen.

9 February 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

He was digging at the bottom of a large jamb of marl in a marl 
pit at Hellesdon when a large quantity of marl suddenly fell from 
the upper part of the jamb and fell on him. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/22/5 


Elizabeth Mills, age 20. 

12 February 1816, The New Mills, St Benedict. 

The river was frozen and she was walking on the ice at the Mill 
dam with many other persons when it gave way and she fell into 
the river and was drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/22/6 


Elizabeth Bloy, age 76. 
18 February 1816, The Bulls Head, St John Sepulchre. 
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She was suddenly seized with a fit of apoplexy and died 
instantly. 
Verdict: Visitation of God. 


Richard Plummer, age not given. 

28 February 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

Whilst working in a marl pit in Earlham a large quantity of the 
marl under which he was working fell on him. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/22/8 


George Gibbs, age 50. 

7 April 1816, The Crown and Anchor, St Augustine. 

He was suddenly seized with a fit of apoplexy whilst in the 
kitchen of his dwelling house and fell down and died instantly. 
Verdict: Visitation of God.

Infant, name unknown, age not given. 

19 April 1816, The Adam and Eve, St Helen. 

Was found drowned in the river [Wensum] near the bottom of 
the Adam and Eves garden. There were no marks of violence 
on the body.

William Smith, age 1. 

6 July 1816, The Thorn, St Michael at Thorn. 

At the house of Mary Green, the mother Ann Smith mixed a 
quantity of black brimstone with a drug called Hellebore and 
pork lard as an ointment for the cure of a cutaneous condition 
called the itch from which William Smith, herself and two other 
children suffered. Also advised to mix some brimstone with 
treacle to be taken inwardly, but accidentally mixed Hellebore 
with the treacle instead of the brimstone as she had intended. 
They all swallowed some of the mixture but William became 
sick and distempered and died four hours later. 

Verdict: Died from taking deleterious mixture administered by 
mistake.

He hanged himself in his lodging room in the house of John 
Flood.

On 7 July whilst at work in the shop of his employer, Robert 
Stebbing, saddler, in the parish of St Stephen he suddenly fell 
down in a fit and died instantly.

Statement by Thomas Thompson - at three o'clock he was at 
work in the workshop of Mr Stebbing in the parish of St Stephen 
with Francis Bacey where they were employed in stuffing a 
saddle.

Statement by Thomas Arnall Fayerman, surgeon - he was 
called to examine the deceased soon after he had fallen down 
and is of the opinion that apoplexy was the cause of death.

Rose Thorn, age not given. 

3 August 1816, The Dun Cow, St Martin at Oak. 

She threw herself into the river, which runs from Heigham to 
New Mills, and was drowned. 

Verdict: Not being of sound mind... did kill herself.

Philip Reeve, age not given. 

11 August 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

He was driving a waggon loaded with hay and accidentally fell 
to the ground before the wheels of the waggon which passed 
over his body.

Robert Jolly, age not given. 

21 September 1816, The Eight Ringers, St Michael Coslany.

Isaac Bird, age 82. 

12 November 1816, The Ship, St Etheldred. 

Whilst in the company of some friends at The Ship he was 
directed to the privy in the yard, but it was an extremely dark 
night and he took a wrong turn by mistake into an adjoining 
yard which leads to the river. He fell into the river and was 
drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/22/18 


Ann Pallant, age 42. 

11 December 1816, The Tuns, Thorpe. 

At about 9 o'clock on 10 December she was returning home to 
her cottage near the side of the river after a days work as a 
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path and fell into the river and was drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 

Statement by William Ninhorn?: he lives near the deceased and 
has known her many years and she had yesterday been 
washing at the house of Charles Weston esq. where she 
frequently went to work. She left there about 9 in the evening 
and it was very dark and blowing. The deceased was a cheerful 
person and not given to melancholly or discontented. 


Edmund Royall/Royal, age 33. 

12 December 1816, The Timber Jill, St Peter Southgate. 

He was employed as a waterman to navigate a vessel called 
the Old Barge from Yarmouth to Norwich and whilst he was 
working or quanting (punting) on board in the part of the river 
called Trowse Lithe? he slipped and fell into the river and was 
drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 

Statement by Philip Wickham, waterman: he had been 
employed as a waterman to navigate the Old Barge from 
Norwich to Yarmouth and returning from Yarmouth yesterday at 
about 9 pm he was quanting at the head of the barge and 
Edmund Royal at the stern end when he heard Royal call for 
help having fallen from the side of the barge into the river. He 
hurried to get the barge ? but the stream was very strong and 
the barge was underway and Royal could not be found for 15 
minutes when he was dead. 


NCR Case 6a/22/20 


William Groom, age 68. 

16 December 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

He was riding on horse back from Walsingham to Norwich and 
whilst passing through Taverham the horse fell and his foot 
became entangled in the stirrups. As the horse kicked to get up 
again he received a mortal wound on his right temple. He died 
at the Norfolk and Norwich Hospital. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/22/21 


James Rowe, age 67. 

16 December 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

He was suddenly seized with a violent fit whilst taking a walk 
outside St Stephen's gateway and died instantly. 

Verdict: Died by the violence of the fit. 

Statement by Thomas Massey: He was standing by his own 
door near St Stephen's gateway and saw Rowe coming towards 
him, seemingly in good health. As he got very near Rowe fell 
down suddenly in a fit. Mr Fayerman, surgeon who was in the 
neighbourhood attended very quickly and he attempted to bleed 
but without success and he pronounced the cause to be 
apoplectic. 
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Mary Ann Furniss, age 21. 

19 December 1816, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

She was returning home about 7 o'clock in the evening from a 
neighbouring home near the opening to St Austin's gateway in 
the parish of St Augustine when she fell unobserved in the 
darkness by the driver of a waggon and four horses which was 
passing through the gateway and was run over. Died at the 
Norfolk and Norwich Hospital. 

Verdict: Accidental death.

Maria Beales, age 9. 

8 January 1817, The Black Bull, St Stephen. 

Being in the apartment of her father in St Benedict, in going to 
the fire to take off a boiling kettle, her clothes took fire, and she 
was burned. Died at the Norfolk and Norwich Hospital, St 
Stephen. 

Verdict: Misfortune.

James Smith, age 52. 

10 January 1817, The Labour in Vain, St Peter Mancroft. 

Going from his shop in the Fishmarket, St Peter Mancroft, to his 
house just opposite in order to get his dinner, he was seized 
with a fit. 

Evidence given by James Baldwin, shopman to James Smith in 
his business of fishmonger. 

Verdict: Visitation of God.

Edmund's Church, he was seized with a fit.

Being alone in her room over the Portice of the church of St 
Lawrence, and stooping to put some coals on the fire and 
having a candle in her other hand, the linen handkerchief about 
her neck took fire and she was burnt. Died in the Norfolk and 
Norwich Hospital, St Stephen. 

Verdict: Misfortune.

Mary Ann Hunt, no age given. 

4 March 1817, The Coachmaker's Arms, St Peter Mancroft. 
Hanged herself in her lodging room in the Bethel Hospital, St

lane, believed she had fallen in. Found drowned a little way 
from the staithe.

While riding on a mill sail upon a gill, property of Mr Shafto of St 
Martin at Oak, the chain secured to the gill unfastened and from 
the weight of the sails, the hook of the chain sprung back 
against his head causing a large fracture. Died in the Norfolk 
and Norwich Hospital, St Stephen.

Whilst alone he accidentally fell 
into the river and being deficient of mental faculties which were 
at times bordering on a state of idiotism he was unable to get 
out of the water where he remained for °/, hour and was 
drowned.

William Wiley of St Gregory, age 62. 

12 January 1819, The King's Arms, St Michael at Plea. 

Whilst on duty as a watchman he passed the corner of Mr 
Kittle's shop opposite Messrs Gurney's Bank where he met with 
another watchman, James King, whom he told about the fire he 
had been to see at Messrs Patteson's malt office near King 
Street Gates. He then dropped down dead. 

Verdict: Natural death from the immediate visitation of God.

Samuel Turner a native of Martinique, West Indies, age 69. 
12 February 1819, the Bridewell, St Andrew. 

Confined in the Bridewell as a vagrant from 29 January ina 
very weak state of health, being troubled with a spitting of 
blood, and languished until Thursday [11] February when he 
died.

Robert Whitehead of St John Sepulchre, age 8. 

13 June 1819, Carrow Inn House, Carrow. 

Whilst playing on board a wherry called The Swan, property of 
Clement Anderson, lying in the River Wensum near Carrow 
Abbey with Charles Clapham he fell into the river and was 
drowned. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/25/11 


Mary Richardson, age 45. 

21 July 1819, the Infirmary, St Clement. 

A pauper in the workhouse in a weak, emaciated and declining 
state of health she was moved to the infirmary on 2 July. On 18 
July she procured some opium to aid sleep and relieve the pain 
but she took too large a dose resulting in a great stupor and 
general muscular relaxation in which state she died. 

Verdict: Died by taking too large a dose of opium but without 
any intention to occasion her own death.

About a mile and a half from the city at the 
top of Earlham Hill, in the parish of Earlham, he was observed 
to jump upon the near shaft of his waggon by Raynes Howes 
and in less than five minutes he was found lying on the road, 
the wheels appearing to have run over him.

Susan Hawes, age 66.

5 October 1819, The Star and Crown, St John Timbernhill. 
He cut his own throat with a table knife, in his bedroom.

7 December 1819, The Star and Crown, St John Timberhill. 

He left his house in a desponding state of mind (to which he 
had long been subject) and on returning home he threw himself 
on the bed apparently in a stupid state without speaking to his 
wife. Later he told her he was ill and had been to the doctor for 
something, which he had taken, and he had also bought some 
rum. He expired without any convulsive or unusual symptoms. 
Verdict: Visitation of God.

14 December 1819, The Hand in Hand, St Peter Mancroft. 
He hanged himself from his loom in his house.

Whilst at work in Mr Wyeth's marl pit situated in the parish of St 
Clement, in the company of Samuel Andrews and Henry Pattey 
a jamb of marl, 8 or 9 feet in circumference, collapsed and 
crushed him.

Isaac Fountain of St Gregory, age 62. 

10 January 1820, the Guildhall, St Peter Parmentergate. 

He was employed as usual clearing away some cinder dirt from 
the vagrant room situated in the Guildhall when he was 
suddenly seized with a violent pain in his stomach and died. 
Verdict: Visitation of God. 


NCR Case 6a/26/2 


Mary Laydon of St Paul, a married woman, age 60. 

15 January 1820, The Bull, St Paul. 

Whilst returning from market she stopped at the above house, 

kept by her brother, and complained of feeling cold. Her sister- 
in-law gave her some warm beer and whilst drinking it she fell 

off her seat, gasped two or three times and died.

He was at work in a marl pit, in the occupation of his master Mr 
London, situated in Thorpe, and in the company of Noah Larter 
and five other men barrowing away earth and sand which had 
been uncallowed to expose the chalk, when he noticed a jamb 
of earth or sand coming down. Not being aware of his own 
impending danger he called to his fellow workmen below to 
stand clear but the earth did not fall as he expected and it 
knocked him down a precipice of 60 or 70 feet burying him 
under 30 or 40 loads of earth. He was buried for half and hour 
and smothered and crushed to death. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 


NCR Case 6a/26/8 


Noah Larter of St Michael Coslany, age 64. 

24 February 1820, The King's Arms, Thorpe. 

He was at work in a marl pit, in the occupation of his master Mr

had been uncallowed to expose the chalk, when he noticed a 
jamb of earth or sand coming down.
